Thf   iiiti-ntii.n   nt   ihc   f<ninili-is   is   to  establish    in   this    I'rovimi-   a   school   which   shaD   maintain   the 
best    traditions    of    the    l-'iiglish    Public    Schools,    at    llu-  same  time  keeping  in  view  the  special  needs  of 
Colonial    life. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

SITE,  riie  scho(d  and  ^roMnds  occupy  lil'tetii  acres,  situated  on  the  rising  Rroimd  at  the  toot  of 
Mount  Tolmie,  commaiidinK  a  wide  view  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  the  Straits  and  tli .■  Olympic   Range. 

THE  SCHOOL  HOUSE,  completed  in  iyO'>,  is  of  brick  and  concrete.  It  lias  a  south  frontage 
oi  110  feet.
